BRITANNIA TO LAY UP,

Prince of Wales Withdraws His
Yacht from All Regattas,

The Goulds Will Insist that
Deiend the Cape May Cup.

Howard Will Take a 20-Rater Cen-
trebourder Over Next Year.

TORQUAY, Aug 2.~The Prince of
Wales's cutter Britannla has been

raentched for the regatian here, and the

blg race, consequently, bas been abun-
doned. It Is understood that the with-
drawal of BEritannla s dus to the
drowning accldent of Saturday last, by
which the chief oMeer and the caterer
of Britannla lost thelr lves,

WEYMOUTH, Aug. #T.—Capl. Carter,
commander of Britannla, has recelved a
telegraphlc message from her owner,
the Prince of Wales, Instructing him
not to race Britannia aguin this season
In any of the regattas. The actlon of
the Prince of Wales I8 due to the ac-
cldent by which, on Baturday last, Chief
Ocer Blmons apnd Caterer Roper, of
Hritannla, and Engineer Brookman, of
the steam yacht Tabura, wers drowned.

As plready cubled, Chief OfMicer Simons
and his compuanions left the Prince of
Wales's cutter for the shore, on Satur-
day, In a dingy. A heavy gale was
blowing at the time, and the men had
conslderable difficulty In bandling the
bout.
ing & rain sguall the dingy wans lost
sight of, and yesterday morning she was
pleked up, Aoating bottom up.  As noth-
ing has since been heard of the thres
men, It Is concluded that they were
drowned.

The Prince of Wales, in hia telegram
to Cupt. Carter, added that unless Vigl-
lant lnalsts upon racing for the Cape
May cup, Britannia is to lay up for

the Winter.
After the race for the Cape May Cup

Vigilant will be lald up, probably at
Bouthampton, The Goulds do not anticl-
pate taking her to the Medilarranean,
am It |8 & long journey there, and she
1% unly ellgible to enter three or four
raced.
